One  branch  of  the  Parker  family  ot  Moni- 
mouth  descend  from  George  and  Esther  Par? 
ker  of  Portsmouth,  on  the  island  o!  Rhode 
Island  near  Newport.  Two  of  their  sons 
named  Joseph  and  Peter  were  among  the  ori- 
ginal settlers  of  the  county,  1667.  A  sister 
named  Meribah  Parker  married  C*r>l.  John 
Slocum,  who  was  nisi)  among  the  first  settlers. 

The  other  branch  descends  from  Elisha 
Parker,  who  was  married  three  times.  His 
first  wile  was  Elizabeth  Hinckley,  sister  of 
Governor  Hinckley,  of  Mass  ,  to  whom  he  was 
married  July  15,  1657  ;  his  second  wife  was 
Hanuau  Rolph  and  his  third  Ursula  Craig. 
From  his  eldest  son  Thomas,  sou  ol  first  wife, 
it  is  supposed  descends  the  line  to  which 
Governor  Joel  Parker   belongs;   from   his   son
